Model  Democratic  Convention 


On  April  17,  1972,  the  eighth  grade  classes  of  Mr.  Baise 
held  a  model  Democratic  Convention  in  the  auditorium.  It 
looked  very  much  like  an  actual  convention.  The  party 
platform  was  read,  ammended  by  floor  discussion,  and  then 
approved  by  voice  vote.
